These persons 
are Known as Culriers, and the 
only way they could have spread 
the infection in this case would 
be as food hanalers, cooks, wait- 
ers, or in some capacity which 
brought them in contact with 
the food or water supply. For 
that reason, physicians all over 
the country should be extra 
, enutious, as those staying at the 
hotel came from all parts of the 
country and may carry the in- 
fection to their homes and start 
an epidemic there. 
* * * 
MEBIC dysentery is a spe- 
cifle infection of the large 
intestine, brought on by an ame- 
ba, a microscopic animal. It 
’ persists for a long while, gets 
better at times, but returns and 
becomes very debilitating. We 
' have many other conditions in 
which we have attacks of diar- 
rhoea and dysentery, but they 
are only temporary. Amebic 
dysentery has a causative or- 
ganism known as “‘Entameba 
‘ hystolitica.” It is a distinet dis- 
ease which has been known for 
many vears, but was supposed to 
be confined to tropical countries. 
We now know that it has a very 
wide distribution, and = prevails 
in all climates. 
» * * 
HE presence of the ameba 
makes this kind different 
from all other forms of dysen- 
tery in that it destroys tissue 
and causes ulcers in the bowels. 
These ulcers are confined to the 
large intestine but may pene- 
trate quite deeply. They may 
even extend into the blood ves- 
sels and the amebe be carried 
to the liver and cause inflamma- 
tion and akeess of that organ. 
” * * 
HE disease does not always 
develop rapidly. Experiments 
have showr that dysentery 
sometimes does not appear till 
from 8 to 90 days after inges- 
tion of the cysts of the ameba, 
The disease itself seldom causes 
death, but if the ulcers are in- 
fected by other bacteria, death 
from infection may occur, as 
also when large abcesses in the 
liver result. 
i » * & 
T IS said that Texas Guinan 
died of the results of amebic 
dysentery. It may come on sud- 
denly or gradually, with tenes- 
mus and abdominal pain. There 
is no nausea, and the appetite 
remains good. A definite diag- 
nosis can be made by micro- 
scopical examination of the dis- 
charge, though it is not always 
easy. It is safer, when we have 
a dysentery that gets better and 
then recurs, to give it the benefit 
of the doubt and give the spe- 
cific treatment. 
. s * 
METINE has been the stand- 
ard drug for treatinent. It 
was formerly given by injection, 
hut lately has been found to be 
Just as effective by the mouth in 
the form of emetine biemuthous 
jodide. The usual dose is one 
frain two or three times a day 
for twelve days. The symptoms 
will usually disappear before the 
tWelfth day. It is then stopped, 
and repeated if symptoms recur. 
HE drug is not wholly safe 
and should not be given ex- 
c#pt under the guidance of a 
Physician. Persistence will be 
rewarded if treatment is started 
early, but in late cases it is not 
£0 satisfactory.

Ber <iist faces, especially 
When the forehead is hizh, wide 
and nicely shaped, the eyebrows 
should be tairly heavy but 
smooth and well balanced. 
There ure many variations in 
the shape of the arch. Preserve 
the arch that follows most 
nearly the shape of the eve 
socket and gives your eyebrows 
a Clear-cut and = well-cared-for 
line, 

Before plucking your. eye- 
brows, brush them straight up, 
using a small brush. Then lay- 
ing the brush along the brow 
near the nose, draw it gently all 
the way to the outer corner. 
This puts all of the hairs in 
their place and gives you the 
line of the natural arch to guide 
you. It is a simple matter to re- 
move the hairs that he outside 
of this line. If your natural line 
isn’t good, then use your eye- 
brow pencil and trace the most 
becoming line and remove the 
hairs lying outside of this.

Stray hairs. If vou will hold a 


Wash cloth that has been squeez- 
ed out of very warm water over 
your brows for a few minutes 
before tweezing, the operation 
Is less painful. After you have 
removed the hairs, pat over the 
brows with alcohol or a boric 
acid solution to prevent infec- 
tion. Any hairs that insist on 
Standing on end or growing tie 
wrong way can be snipped off so 
they will not be noticeable, Do 
not pull them, however, as this 
Will Jeave unbecoming light 
spots where the hairs were, 

Always remove the fuzzy hairs 
between the eyes. This makes 
the entire face appear cleaner 
and better groomed, while the 
forehead appears more open and 
generous and placid. 

Now for the forehead. Clean- 
liness is the first step toward 
improvement, Always cleanse 
your forehead after you have 
brushed your hair, so you can 
remove any dead skin cells or 
dust that may have fallen there. 
Draw the hair away and bind it 
in place with a strip of gauze, 
Apply a film of cleansing cre am, 
allow it to remain on am linute 
or two and remove with tissues.

* mechanics of making an 
animated cartoon are compli- 
caved and, to the workers, very 
tecjous, Six or seven drawings 
aro required for every move- 
ment. The “animators” or prin- 
cipsl artists on Disney’s staff, 
craw the first and last pictures 
of every movement. After them, 
the “in-betweeners” fill the in- 
tervening space with minute 
Chanpes in the figure. The final 
step in preparing them for the 
Camera ois the photographic 
transfer of these drawings to 
celluloid. Since the background 
changes less frequently, dozens 
of celluloid drawings may be 
placed over a single background 
scene. 

Each drawing is photographed 
separately. The tracing of the 
moving figure is placed on its 
background, the next  photo- 
graph is taken, and the next 
drawing moved into position. 
About 800 photographs can be 
taken in one day or about fifty 
feet of film. Unlike other movie 
makers, Disney's animated car- 
toons are made to fit the music. 
Most animaters do the reverse— 
project a section of film so that 
a& bit of music selected in ad- 
vance can be rehearsed to fit it 
by musicians who watch the 
screen as they play. Disney's 
drawings necessarily fit the mu- 
sic, so his pictures have a lilt 
that makes them move with mu- 
sical tempo. 

* * * 

ALT DISNEY'’S life before 

he entered movie-making is 
divided into two parts. He was 
born in Chicago in 1901. His 
father was an = Trish-Canadian 
builder and contractor, and his 
mother German-American. He 
attended the public schools in 
Chicago and studied drawing for 
a few months at the Art Insti- 
tute. 

The second part of Disney’s 
life is concerned with the re- 
moval of his family to Kansas 
City. Too young to go into the 
trenches, Disney joined a Red 
Cross unit to serve his country. 
When he returned to Kansas 
City, he tried to become a news- 
paper cartoonist, but without 
success. He worked, therefore, 
as a@ commercial artist and from 
his savings, as stated above, 
rented a barren little studio in 
which he made his first ani- 
mated cartoons, 

While the creative power be- 
hind these popular animated 
cartoons is a single individual 

named Walt Disney, he happens 
to be a mediocre draughtsman, 
in comparison with the artists 
he employs. As a matter of fact, 
he never actually draws Mickey 
Mouse. However, he has a deep 
personal relation to this crea- 
ture; the speaking voice of 
Mickey Mouse is the voice of 
Walt Disney. 

In 1923, when Walt took his 
first drawings to California, he 
had only forty dollars in his 
pockets. His brother, Roy, who 
had com? out of the war in 
Shattered health, expected to 
live only a short time. He 
thought the California climate 
Was an agreeable one to die in. 
Roy and Walt pooled théir 
money and borrowed the balance 
with which the first Disney ani- 
mated cartoon wes made. 

Now, after ten years, Roy is 
still alive and the business man 
of the firm, and Walt is winning 
acclaim and cash. There are 
about 100 men engaged in mak- 
ing the animated cartoons, about 
twenty-five artists and the rest 
gag-men, story-men and tech- 
nical experts. All these men 
practically live for one thing, 
and that is Walt and his ani- 
mated characters. They play, 
eat and oftentimes sleep at the 
studio, for each is a special cog 
in a machine created to amuse.
